Son of Former “Fire Chief 
Takes Two Bichloride of 
Mercury Tablets and Is 
Rushed to Atlanta for 
Treatment. 


W. R. Joyner, Jr., 32-year-old son 
ot the former ohief of the Atlanta fire 
department; was taken to the Grady 
‘hospital late last night following an 
alleged attempt to commit suicide at 
the home of his parents in Marietta. 

After every effort on the part. of 
Grady hospital physicians to save the 
life of the young man he was sent to 
a ward. at the hospital with very little 
hope of recovery. 

According to statements made at the 

hospital, young Joyner took two di- 
chloride of mercury tablets, a total of 
fifteen grains. He had been in poor 
health, it id stated. 
According to ex-Chief. Joyner his son 
was in his room at the residence short- 
ly before: 9 o'clock. He called to his 
mother, telling her to come to him. 

When Mrs. Joyner reached the side 
of her son, the ex-chief states that he 
told her he had taken the poison. 


Dr. W. A. Perkinson, of Marietta, was 
called to the Joyner residence. He ad- 
ministered first aid treatment and call 
ed the hospital, telling attaches there 
he was bringing the patient to Atlanta 
for treatment, 4

Berlin, March 12.—(Via London.) 
Assaults made by the French in massed 
formation yesterday against the newl 
won German positions on the left ba 
of the Meuse, northwest of Verdun, 
were repulsed with heavy losses to the 
attackers, says the official statement 
issued today. 

Since the present operations were 
commenced in the Meuse region, the 
statement adds ,26,472 unwounded 
French officers ahd men have been 
taken prisoner and 189 and 2. 
machine guns ve been captured. 

The text of the official communica- 
tion follows: 5 

„Western theater: Northwest of Neu- 
ville we occupied a crater caused by a 
successful explosion. 

“In the region to the west of the 
Meuse the enemy endeavored to take 
our new positions by massed attacks, 
but they were not successful. The 
enemy suffered heavy losses. 

“On the heights to the east of the 
river and on the Woevre plain the 
fighting activity was limited to more 
or less violent artillery battl 

“The figures given in the report of 
February 29 regarding the number of 
prisoners and the booty taken by us 
since the commencement of events in 
the 0 1 of the Meuse have been in- 
creased in the meantime to 430 officers 
and 26,042 men unwounded, and 189 
guns, including 41 heavy pieces, and 
232 machine guns. 

“Near Ober-Sept (Alsace) the French 
despite repeated attacks yesterday 
were unable to set a foot in their 
former position.

ARRESTED MARKE 


Wall Street Adopts Cau- 
tious Attitude-Home Con- 
ditions, However, Offer 
Every Reason for Increas- 
ing. Confidence. 


‘New York, March 12:—The sudden 
turn of events in Mexico last week ar- 
rested the strength and activity which 
marked the early dealings of the week 
in the stock market. Wall street seem- 
ed at first to place a favorable inter- 
pretation on Washington’s decision to 
send troops across the border, but on 
more sober reflection adopted a cau- 
tious attitude. 

There also was a revival of anxiety 
in connection with the controversy over 
submarine warfare because of the de- 
struction of a neutral merchantman 
carrying Americans. Investors saw in 
these successive developments addi- 
tional cause for abstention from the 
market, and the lack of this support 
was reflected in the lower trend of va- 
rious high class issues. 

Home conditions offered every reason 
for increasing confidence, businéss in 
general showing greater activity. Unit- 
ed States Steel’s February statement 
revealing the largest amount of un- 
filled business ever shown by that cor- 
poration, bore pertinently upon the 
earnings for the current quarter. Dec- 
larations of various increased divi- 
dends by the large copper producers, 
with similar disbursements to holders 
of allied issues, offered further proof 
ned the stable conditions in that indus- 

ry. 

Reports of equipment companies were 
not up to the high standards earlier in 
the year, but with few exceptions were 
far more favorable than in 1914. The 
adverse statements of the American Su- 
gar and American’ Tobacco Companies 
were due to special reasons rather than 
reduced demand.

Brilliant Counter Attack Up- 
set the Plans for the Cap- 
ture of Verdun. 


Paris, March 12— A briſilant count- 
er attack by French chasseurs was re- 
sponsible for the check which upset 
the carefully laid plans of the Ger- 


mans for the. capture of Verdun, ac- 
cording to an account of the battle The 
Journal.claims to have obtained from 
seven Prussian officers captured while 
on special’ patrol duty. 

All these officers were brought back 
to. France from the Serbian front, two 
of them, one belonging to the artillery, 
were wounded. They declared that — 
order to reach the German front the 
had to pass through concentrated lines 
of artillery several miles deep. 

One of them declared the number of 

in the Galicelan campaign 
was not to be compared with the great 
Datteries assembled for the Assault 
upon Verdun. The tremendous French 
mitrailleuse fire surpassed anything 
he had ever known, the German is 
quoted as saying. He asserted the 
French artillery at Douaumont was 
equal in strength at that point to the 
German, but that it was the gallant 
charge of the French chasseurs which 
‘finally drove them backj The patrols 
describe their progress to the front in 
its last stage as having been made 
over heaps of dead comrades. 

The Germans explained that their 
higher command had taken measures in 
advance to provide that all their ar- 
tillery, comprising hundreds of heavy 
guns, should advance in a compact 
mass as if it were a single battery. 
The orders were to “fire without stop- 
ping until exhausted,” and shells were 
used in enormous quantities. When 
the French guns found their range, the 
Germans said, the batteries which had 
deen concentrated had to be dispersed 
eg would have been put out of 
action
